I called Kevin Mason and said we will discuss these three references for claims 19, 20 and 21. 

Kevin Mason noted that I am only discussing claims 19, 20 and 21 since the other independent 
claims recite the M-algorithm recitation or the reduced state sequence estimation recitation. He 
said he will replace independent claims 19, 20 and 21 with dependent claims 19, 20 and 21. 



After a few days, Kevin Mason said that he will replace those three independent claims and two 
additional claims with 5 dependent claims. It was clarified to Kevin Mason that based on a 
standard advisory action form, the number of newly added claims cannot be greater than the 
number of cancelled claims. Hence he cannot only cancel three claims and add 4 or 5 claims.
